now tilt proprietor cannot be fined | 
Or arrested unless it is proved that “ 
he knew the consumer to be under 
age. 
Another amendment to the bill 
permits perrons under 18 years to 
be served with beer and wines with 
a 
meal. This has earned for the 
bill the title "Beer and Biscuit Bill” 
since the latter Is recognized as a 
meal within the understanding of 
tho Kniriish law. What is more, it 
is not necessary fo.r the meal to be 
ordered in tim saloon, hence n boy 
or girl 
may bring a biscuit with 
them and be served with as much 
beer as he or .‘^he wishes. 
The only people I.ady Aster’s bill 
seems to have pleased are the anti- 
prohibitionists, for they believe that 
it has placed a barrier in the path 
of total prohibition, as it has used 
up all the energy of -its supporters 
in Beking to have this bill passed 
and there is not enough left to put 
through the more stringent and less 
evasive measures.

DETROIT, Mich., ,Aug. 25.— Con­ 
verting of four car loads of steel 
into 
18,000 
springs every day is 
one 
of 
the 
-interesting 
manufac­ 
turing operation of the Ford Motor 
Company at its 
Highland 
Park 
plant and the department at pn'sent 
employs 600 men to bring this pro­ 
duction. 
Of particular interest are the ex- 
traordinery tests to which the steel 
is subjected in order to prove its 
strength before it is permitted to 
enter the manufacturing process. 
Before acceptance from the mills, 
samples of the steel are made -into 
trial springs and these are placed 
in a special aparatus wrhere they 
are subjected to 90,000 continuous 
vibrations of 1,850 pounds to each 
stroke. In actual use, it isn’t often 
that auto springs receive such en­ 
ormous 
pressure, and the quality 
of genuine Ford springs is striking­ 
ly shown by the fact that so-called 
“ Ford” 
springs 
made 
by 
outside 
companies break before 20,000 of 
these vibrations. 
Once the metal is found bv test 
to be of standard quality, manu­ 
facture begins. The steel is heated | 
in furnaces to 1,500 degrees Fah­ 
renheit and the leav^es are formed 
and hardened in oil in one oper­ 
ation.
